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Report  of  School  Board. 


We  are  very  glad  to  be  able  to  present  such  a  favorable 
report  for  the  year  1908  of  our  several  schools. 

The  outlook  for  our  schools  was  never  more  pleasing 
than  now. 

The  teachers  have  been  faithful  in  their  duties  and  have 
worked  conscientiously.  We  can  state  that  the  best  of  prog- 
ress has  been  made  in  most  of  the  schools. 

The  pupils  in  most  of  the  schools  have  been  very  regular 
in  their  attendance  and  have  shown  interest  in  fcheir  studies. 

All  of  the  schools  have  had  twenty-seven  weeks,  with 
two  exceptions:  the  Corner  school  lost  one  week  owing  to 
death  in  the  teacher's  family;  the  Caverly  school  had  only 
one  term  owing  to  no  scholars. 

The  Centre  schoolhouse  was  thoroughly  cleaned,  whi- 
tened and  painled  before  the  spring  term,  owing  to  the  un- 
sanitary condition;  also  the  yard  was  fenced  in.  This  was 
left  undone  by  the  retiring  board  of  committee  owing  to  ina- 
bility to  procure  help  at  that  time.  Other  schoolhouses  have 
had  their  necessary  repairs. 

The  future  prosperity  of  our  schools  depends  upon  the 
cornpetency  of  the  teachers,  and  we  would  advise,  in  the  in- 
terest of  this  important  work,  that  the  same  ones  be  retained, 
if  possible.
